FROM TH E M INES. 


Talcs of Woe Heard l»y the Investigating 
Committee at LaSalle. 
L aS alle, Til. July 17.—Tho investiga­ 
tion of tho coal mining difficulties horo de­ 
veloped a bad state of affairs at Braidwood 
on tho part of tho miners, who enduro all 
the ovils of the truck t>toro system; are 
hampered in their work in the Wilmington 
company’s mines by reason of not tieing 
adequately supplied with timber for prop­ 
ping ii]) the roof, contrary to tho State J civil service act. 
mining law, and are in jeopardy of their 
“ 1{"f *f- lI- 
lives. 
The coal ears, according to their 
testimony, were not properly constructed, 
so that much coal fell off whilo boing 
hauled to the mouth of tho mine, all of 
which is confiscated by the company, nnd 
which some days aggregates upward of 
twenty-five tons. 
The mines arc very wet 
and the miners had their clothes constantly 
eon kid 
Often the air is insufficient and 
bad. 
Complaints from Braceville and Streator 
were not so great. 
Miners’ wages average 
only $27 to $36 a month, with reductions 
for powder, repairing tools, etc., of several 
dollars each month. 
L. H. Plumb, a 
Streator operator, found competition so 
sharp that he said he saw little hope for 
tho northern Illinois operators. 
He had 
submitted his case to a board of arbitra­ 
tion. 
If he could not operate his mine at 
tho rate of wagos awarded he would eloso 
it. 
If tho miners could not work for tho 
wages that might be named thoy wore to 
Ie undor no obligations to do so. 


W ashington, July 17.—The civil ser­ 
vice commissioners havo submitted to Fost- 
niastor-General Wanamaker thoir report 
upon tho condition and management of 
the postoffice at Grand Rapids, Mich. 
They say: 
“ In tho course of a recent examination 
by the civil-service commission into the 
condition nnd management of tho post 
©m o at Grand Rapids, Mich., certain 
charges were made against tho post­ 
master, Mr. Blair, and against the then 
cliiof clerk of tho railway mnil service, Mr. 
F. A. Hudson. 
The charges aro backed 
up by sworn affidavits, and aro of so seri­ 
ous a naturo that the commission, in view 
of its lack of cower to subp end witnesses 
and administer oaths, deems it proper to 
turn tho whole matter over to the post­ 
office department; and accordingly they 
herewith submit to tho department the 
said affidavits. 
“The only affidavit affecting Mr. Blair is 
that of John McConville, which asserts that 
Mr. Blair was present in tho government 
building at Grand Rapids ono day in 
October, I SSS, and assisted tho clerk, 
Hudson, in an attempt to extort from him 
(McConvillo) a contribution of money for 
political purposes. 
On this 
point tho 
affidavit is unsupported by any others, 
whilo it is explicitly contradicted by tho 
affidavits of l>oth Mr. Blair and Mr. Hud­ 
son, and tho commissioners do not consider 
that it is in itself sufficient to warrant their 
asking any action to bo takon thereon. 
“But in tho case of Mr. Hudson sevon 
affidavits chargo him with having collected, 
or attempted to collect, money for political 
purposes from Government employes in tho 
Government building at Grand Rapids last 
fall.” 
Tho roport then gives brief statements 
of tho affidavits. 
Th© commissioners say: 
“ If the assertions contained in these affi­ 
davits aro not disproved or explainod by 
other evidence, the commissioners believe 
that they warrant, Mr. Hudson’s indictment 
under sections J I, 12, 13, 14, and 15 of the

accordingly, we herewith turn over all the 
affidavits and other written matter in our 
pos session to the Postmaster-General for 
such action as h o may deem necessary. * 


A SERIOUS SITUATION. 


The Milwaukee S e n t in e lLast Thurs 
day there wa* a meeting of democrats in 
a quiet room in New York city. 
There 
were present Chairman Bi ice, ex-Seore- 
tary Whitney, Grover Cleveland. Pa ti lek 
A. Collins, Senator Goiman and two 
other party chiefs. 
They met to discuss the democratic 
situation, which they found to beseiious. 
One of the party leaked enough to say 
that they found the practical politician 
of the party anxious to en'.r the cam­ 
paign of 1892 without being saddled with 
a free trade platform. 
But there is an­ 
other element which believes the tariff 
eform principle will win ultimately. 
Many of the democrats in the east are 
determined to press on tho party its es­ 
pousal of free trade. 
These cham­ 
pions furnish the 'sinews of 
war 
and 
reruse 
to 
come 
forward 
in behalf of the party unless i*a chiefs 
promise to oondnot a free trade cam­ 
paign. The three factors in the party 
are the tariff reformers, free traders ani 
protectionists. This is held to ba a se­ 
rious situation.” 
Clearly it is serious, and Mr. Brice 
cannot begin bis campaign among dem­ 
ocrats any too soon. It is easy to per­ 
suade the “tariff reformers” and fro 
traders to get together, but bow reconcile 
the practical politicians to a free trad 
campaign? Before Mr. Brice under 
takes to convert the country to free trade 
be should get in bis work with the prao 
tical politicians of his party. 


“Should the democracy,’ ’remarks the 
Galveston Tribune, “ put up David B. 
Hill as a csndilate for the presidency, 
the party will be left in a sadder shape 
than they are at present.” 
I bis is, then, 
an acknowledgment that the democratic 
party is in a sad condition now. But the 
saddest time for the party will come 
when it nominates Cleveland, or rather 
when Cleveland makes the party nomi­ 
nate him.

Bolak, the m urderer of Michael Bollinshiro, 
was hanged here this morning at 10:5 i 
o’clock. 
The laxly was lowered at 11:0s 
and placed in a coffin at 11:21. 
Bolak’s 
neck was broken by tho fall and ho diod of 
strangulation. 
He protested his innoc %nco 
with tho rope about his neck. 
Both men were Hungarians and wero 
employed a t the Oxford iron works. They 
wero pai l off on the day mentioned and 
soon afterw ard went to an orchard to­ 
gether to got some apples. An hour after­ 
ward shots wero heard and Bolak was soon 
coming from the orchard alone, whilo his 
com pan on’s body was found thft noxt 
morning alongside tho railroad track rid­ 
dled with bullets, tho head crushed with 
stone.', and tho pockets rifled of about 
$80, which Bollingshiro was known tohavo. 
had the day before. 
Throe days later Bolak’s bloody clothes 
wero discovered at his house, 
and a new 
revolver purchased by him tho week l>o- 
fore wns found in his yard. 
He denied at 
first having tho revolver, but was con­ 
fronted by tho clork who sold it to him and 
admitted it. 
Bolak was convicted on cir­ 
cumstantial evidence, 
and tho Austrian 
minister subsequently refused him assist­ 
ance because ho was a deserter from tho 
Austrian army. 
Bolak was aged 28 and married. 
Since 
his conviction his wife has admitted her 
husband’s gni t. 
Bollingshiro was 22 and 
unmarried. 
Mass was celebrated in tho prisoner’s 
coll before lie was taken to tho scaffold, 
after which ho ate two lioarty breakfasts 
and spent tho lost of the timo in praying, 
smoking cigarettes, and in pleasant con­ 
versation w ith those about him.

became tho organ of tho D em ocratic party. 
Ho started in politics as a protection Dem­ 
ocrat. 
He m arried M argaret Brewer. 
In 1882, leaving journalism , ho founded 
the bank of Middletown and entered more 
actively into politics. 
He was soon a t the 
head of tw o railroad companies.

he defeated tho Polk adm inistration’s freo 
trado caucus cand id a to for the Unit**d 
States Senate. 
He was elected to fill a 
vacancy, and in 1849 was re-elected for a 
full term . 
He acted w ith the Democrats 
until 1854, when the Missouri Compromise 
fight came up, and affiliated w ith “ the 
People’s p a rty ” in Pennsylvania, which 
soon afterw ard was m erged in tho R epub­ 
lican party.

He was prom inent as a 
candidate for tho Republican nom ination 
for President in 1800, and in Chicago was

1859, w ith Dr. C. V. D yer as P resident 
The Republican convention was held in 
Chicago and Cameron was one of the 
strongest mon before i t 
I t was his follow­ 
ing In Pennsylvania com ing to Lincoln 
th a t gave Illinois the candidate, and when 
President Lincoln form ed his cabinet he in­ 
vited into it his three m ost form idable op­ 
ponents 
for the 
nom ination, 
Seward, 
Cameron, and Chase. 
Mr. Cameron was appointed Secretary 
of W ar. 
H e served In the C abinet u n til 
Ja n . l l , 1862, when he resigned and was 
appointed by President Lincoln as Minis­ 
te r to Russia, b u t returned to this country 
in November of the sam e year. 
H e op­ 
posed th e m ovem ent to im peach Presi­ 
dent Johnson. 
He was again elected to 
Senate In 1867 and re-elected In 1873.

B ism arck, D. T., Ju ly 17.— In thtf con­ 
stitutional convention C hairm an Colton Of 
tho com m ittee on taxation subm itted a 
froposition th a t tho Governor, S orotary 
of S tate and S tate A uditor shall constitute 
a board of assessors whose duty it shall "tie 
to assess each year the railroads of the 
State, including roadbed, rolling stock and 
all buildings used for railroad purposes. 
They shall divido tho gross assessment by 
the num ber of miles oj>eratc*d and the re­ 
sult shall bo the assessment jh t inilo of tho 
road. 
Tho board shall also ascertain tho 
num ber of miles of road owned or operated 
in each county, and by m ultiplying tho 
assessment per mile 
bv tho n u in l^r of 
miles in tho county ascertain tho assess­ 
m ent for each county. 
The proposition 
provides th a t in no case shall a railroad 
lo a*sassed for less than £3,(KM) nor moro 
than $ * ,0 0 0 lier mile. 
Tho convention Is unanimous on tho p ro ­ 
tection of tho immense g ran t of lands for 
school purposes; but is a little divided as 
to the plan. 
Mr. G ray of Cass introduced 
an article providing th a t none of tho 
school lands granted by Congress to tho 
S tate shall over I e sold, granted, or in 
any way disposed of, other than leased, 
and th a t moneys from tho lands shah bo 
used for no j urposo other than to the sup­ 
port of tho schools. 
Mr. Bleinette of Jam estow n added an ­ 
other feature to the prohibition question 
by introducing a proposition th a t if a t any 
tim e the S tate shall prohibit the m anufac­ 
ture or sale of liquor It shall indem nify 
brewers, distillers, and dealers by paying 
to them tho valuo of tho property used by 
them in tho transaction af thoir business.

‘It doeB not seem possible that a teacher 
in this day of practical education would 
adopt and enforco roles which forbid pu­ 
pils to move scarcely a muscle during 
session, aud wo don’t think it possible 
Hor any one else to believe it either.”

representations 
somewhere, 
for 
no 
Bach rules have been adopted or en­ 
forced in cur schools. 
Not one of the 
dissenting parents have ever visited the 
school, except the father of the ex felled 
boy, for a short limo the day after his 
expulsion. Patron says the father never 
took 
exceptions 
to 
rule 
posted 
in the school honse, and that board sus­ 
tained an illegal action. 
All the othar 
rules made by the te Toners are covered 
by these general rules. Among these 
ruleeo posted in the school honse are the 
following: 
All pupils will be required 
to strictly obey the teacher; and this 
is.foncd in reference to expelling a pupil 
with extreme bid subjects the teacher 
may expel the pupil at once, nntil a 
hearing oan (be had before the board. 
We think when a pupil tells a teacher 
just what he will do and what ho will 
not, that the foregoing rule is applica­ 
ble to him. 
Patron is pardoned for his mistake iii 
saying tho board sustained an illegal ;ao- 
tion. Patron says the father of the boys 
appealed to the stata superintendent He 
did and the superintendent dismissed the 
appeal with a discussion which 
we 
knew then and have extra proof now was 
in favor of school board. 
We will quote 
a part of discussion. “The occasion was 
too trivial to warrant the parent in advis­ 
ing open and persistent resistanco and 
disobedience. 
It would not have been 
a great hardship or required sacrifice of 
any personal privilege or right tor this 
boy to have observed this regulation and 
followed the direction of the teacher, no 
harm could come to bim by so doing; 
possibly 
no 
good 
would have re­ 
sulted, but parents should be exceeding­ 
ly cautious in encouraging disobedience 
and disregard of constitutional author­ 
ity. 
Those are dangerous deeds to sow 
in youth. It is better to counsel obedi­ 
ence even though this must be yielded 
under protest and the parent had the 
added dissuasive of possible harm to the 
child. The counsel to disobey must be 
held in jurisdiction, and nowise. 
No 
order appears necessary, and witti this 
discussion the appeal is dismissed.” Al­ 
though tho Patron thoogbt a change of 
teacher necessary for tho good of the 
school, the board an i higher authority 
did not agree with him.

Boiling sterilizes 
thirty minutes will 
bacteria. 
Drugs and other agents, acting chem­ 
ically, if used in amounts which are com­ 
monly safe, do not sterilize water. 
The prolonged heat which water under­ 
goes in the usual process of distillation 
destroys all germs which may bo in tbe 
water undergoing the process. 
Where filtering is really necessary, it is 
in general betutor the comm unity (that it be 
done carefully on a large scale through 
sandbods upon which a fine layer of 
organic and inorganic m atter is expressly 
produced by sedimentation because of its 
valuable action in holding back the great 
majority of tho bacteria. 
A bad water filter is less desirable than 
puro water fn its natural state.

means; for, under prolonged pressure, 
various kinds of bacteria can go through, 
and in the copious organic matter collected 


6omo harmful micro-organisms can retain 
a high degree of validity for weeks longer 
than they live in pure water. 
Of all substances thus far furnished for 
domestic filters, porous rebaked porcelain, 
carefully selected, 
Is found to be the 
best. 
If thick and strong enough to allow 
the uso of a largo surface, and the sub­ 
stance remains perfect (without flaw or 
break!, this may yield a fair flow of clear 
water, free from all bacteria; yet under 
our ordinary Croton pressure of one atmos­ 
phere or less, this yield is only in rapid 
drops, unless tho apparatus be complex. 
Ordinary filters, even if satisfactory as 
strainers, fail to remove all bacteria from 
drinking water. 
So far from lessening 
the number in the original water, the 
filtering substance may allow a more rapid 
multiplication than these micro-organism* 
would oMinarly undergo In tho unfiltered 
water on standing, and the germs of 
disease, evon if held back by tho filtering 
substance, may be harbored in all filters. 
Tho finor the substance through which 
tho water passes, and the lower the pres­ 
sure, tho more perfect Is the action of tho 
filter In holding back bacteria.
